GEOLOGY MAJORS SOLVE 
WEATHER PUZZLE WITH 
REDISCOVERY OF OLD 
INSTRUMENTS. 

Is it going to snow tomorrow? 
Ask some of our unofficial campus 
weather observers. 

Several geology majors have re 
discovered some old meteorological 
Instruments. With these, a weather 
map of the United States, and some 
technical tips from Prof. H. M 
Fridley, geology, they have adc 
quale material for making fairly 
reliable weather predictions. 

The weather map is published 
daily by the United States Weather 
bureau in Washington, D,C, Infor 
mation regarding prevailing condl 
tions is reported to the bureau 
every morning from various posts 
throughout the country. Composites 
of the statistics are handed to the 
chief forecaster, he studies them, 
and then makes his predictions. 

The complete information is as 
semblcd on the' map according to 
geographical occurrence. The work 
ot gathering information, forecast- 
ing, printing and mailing the map 
is done In three hours. 

The maps are quite accurate. 
With the aid of the printed direc 
tion, the average person can make 
predictions a day or two ahead,
